TUBERCULOSIS, 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest  Physician, 
Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend.  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  345).  In  this 
work  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The 
Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of 
the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 

Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  your  area  remains  somewhat 
stationary. 

In  recent  years  with  the  discovery  of  streptomycin,  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  cure  of  this  disease.  In  order  to  obtain 
fhe  maximum  benefit  of  this  recent  discovery  it  is  important  t^^ 
the  disease  be  diagnosed  in  its  early  stages.  In  the  field  of  preven 
tion  facilities  are  available  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  the  vaccination 

The  use  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 

is  another  weapon  assisting  in  the  conquest  of  this  disease. 

It  is  a nleasing  thought  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  Tuber- 
culosis will  probably  become  as  rare  as  Diphtheria  is  today.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. — Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  of  the  Town  is  supplied  direct 
to  the  consumer  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  Your 
Council  is  not  a constituent  member  of  the  Board  and  has  no  repre- 
sentation on  that  body. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  11  samples  of 
treated  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Cardiff',  during  the  year.  In  addition  daily  tests  for  free  Chlorine 
were  taken  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  at  all  treatment 
plants. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  two  sources  (a)  an  underground 
•Stream  at  Schwyll  and  (b)  the  gathering  ground  at  Dimbath. 

(a)  Schwyll.  This  supply  is  plentiful,  and  there  is  no  danger 
of  shortage.  The  only  objection  to  this  supply  is  its  hardness.  The 
water  is  treated  by  chlorination. 

(b)  Dimbath.  This  water  comes  from  the  upland  gathering 
ground  near  Blackmill,  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  District.  This 
water  is  filtered,  and  has  the  advantage  of  being  a soft  water. 
Nearly  400,000  gallons  of  water  pass  through  these  filters  daily.

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 


The  River  Ogmore  flows  through  the  central  part  of  the  Town. 
Before  entering  your  district  it  becomes  polluted  by  various  colliery 
washeries  and  sewage  effluents. 


3. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Town  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  owing  to  the  recent 
building  schemes  in  your  area,  and  certain  parts  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District,  your  sewers  are  now  almost  at  maximum  capacity, 
and  during  storm  periods  are  easily  surcharged.  The  sewage  from 
the  Town  enters  the  main  sewer  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage 
Board,  which  finally  discharges  into  the  sea  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 
With  exception  of  the  new  housing  estates  there  has  been  no  exten- 
sion of  sewers  during  the  year. 


4. — Closet  Accommodation.

5. — Public  Cleansing. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the 
direction  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the  town 
area,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 


6. — Cesspools. 

The  cleansing  of  the  cesspools  is  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  by 
the  Council’s  staff  at  the  request  of  the  tenants. 


7. — Public  Conveniences, 

The  Council  continues  to  be  very  concerned  over  the  lack  of 
adequate  public  conveniences  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ’bus  station. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 


I. — Shops. 

381  visits  were  paid  by  your  inspectors  to  various  shops  in  the 
area  and  major  improvements  were  carried  out  in  1 1 instances. 


2. — Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  regard  to  this  matter. 


3. — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

A Public  Open-air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May,  1938. 
The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  186,000  gallons. 
A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a six-hour  turn  over.  The 
water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorinated,  then  aerated,  and  returned 
to  the  bath. 

The  Swimming  Bath  was  regularly  inspected  and  4 samples  of 
water  were  taken  for  examination.  On  all  occasions  the  samples 
of  water  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


4. — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  action  was  required  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the 
eradication  of  bed  bugs  during  the  year. 


5. — Rodent  Control. 


The  cost  of  this  service,  to  the  Council,  is  subject  to  50%  grant 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  throughout  the  district.  All  the  complaints  from  private  and 
business  premises  were  attended  to,  the  treatment  being  carried  out 
free  of  charge  m private  premises,  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at 
business  and  commercial  premises  was  recovered. 


As  directed  by  the  Divisional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries,  during  the  year  2 maintenance  treatments  in 
sewers  were  carried  out  in  your  district.

As  in  the  previous  year  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  again  under- 
took the  onerous  task  of  interviewing,  checking  and  pointing  the 
applicants  for  Council  accommodation  and  investigating  requests 
for  transfers. 

In  view  of  the  personal  nature  of  these  duties  numerous  inter- 
views had  to  be  given. 

The  correlating  of  the  facts  and  the  presenting  of  reports  to 
Council  entailed  a great  deal  of  time  and  patience,  but  in  spite  of 
their  many  Statutory  duties  these  were  carried  out  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  concerned. 

All  medical  certificates  submitted  by  the  applicants  in  respect 
of  their  applications  were  examined  by  me  and  when  certificates 
indicated  a severe  medical  condition,  the  facts  were  reported  to  the 
Committee. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  and  understanding  in  these  cases.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  year  under  review  passed  without  any  serious  outbreak  of 
infections  or  other  notifiable  diseases. 

Again  I have  to  report  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified 
during  the  year,  this  being  the  sixth  successive  year  in  which  no 
case  has  occurred. 

The  last  death  recorded  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1944. 
The  public,  however,  must  be  repeatedly  warned  that  it  is  only  by 
immunisation  can  this  security  be  maintained. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
stressed  the  urgency  of  increasing  the  percentage  of  immunised 
children  as  it  is  known  that  during  the  year  1954  only  36  per  cent, 
of  the  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  immunised  against 
Diphtheria. 

Fortunately,  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  but  in  spite  of 
this  I feel  1 would  be  justified  in  repeating  the  following  observa- 
tions. 

During  1947,  1949  and  1950,  serious  epidemics  of  this  disease 
occurred  in  Great  Britain  but,  fortunately,  very  few  cases  occurred 
in  your  Area. 

The  general  public  should  bear  in  mind  that  Poliomyelitis 
reaches  its  maximum  incidence  during  the  months  of  August, 
September  and  October  and,  should  there  be  cases  of  the  disease  In 
your  area,  it  is  most  important  that  adults  and  children  should 
thoroughly  wash  their  hands  after  using  the  water  closet,  and 
especially  before  handling  food.  If  any  vague  illness  occurs  during 
an  epidemic,  the  person  concerned  should  immediately  be  put  to 
bed  because  if  this  disease  should  prove  to  be  Poliomyelitis,  the 
chances  of  severe  paralysis  are  lessened  by  early  rest. 

It  will  be  noted  that  only  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified.  They  resulted  from  an  incident  that  occurred  in  an  ad- 
joining Area  where  contaminated  brawn  caused  27  cases  of  food 
poisoning.  Outbreaks  of  this  nature  are  a constant  reminder  of  the 
necessity  for  strict  hygiene  in  the  preparation  of  food. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

1. — Milk  Supply. 

Dairies  are  regularly  inspected,  and  samples  of  milk  are  fre- 
quently taken  and  sent  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory  for 
examination  for  bacterial  content.  Forty  samples  of  milk 
were  taken;  of  these  samples  39  were  for  graded  milk,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory,  and  1 for  ungraded  milk,  which  was  satisfactory. 
Ten  samples  of  milk  were  also  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli. 
No  tubercle  bacilli  was  found  in  any  of  these  samples. 
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<;V  In  recent  years,  almost  unnoticed,  a revolutionary  change  has 
taken  place  in  the  distribution  of  milk. 

The  milk  bottle  has  now  taken  the  place  of  the  old  familiar 
milkcan  and  pint  measure.  This  change  is  welcomed  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  as  it  has  relieved  us  of  a problem  of  potential 
danger  that  in  years  gone  by  caused  much  anxiety  and  required 
constant  supervision.  This,  together  with  the  fact  that  almost  all 
the  milk  now  being  consumed  in  your  area  is  pasteurised  is  a 
guarantee  to  the  public  that  a very  high  degree  of  safety  has  been 
reached  in  milk  distribution. 

The  public  is  not  quite  often  aware  of  the  care  that  is  taken  in 
the  milk  factories  to  ensure  that  the  milk  reaches  the  consumer  in 
bottles  that  are  sterile,  free  from  foreign  material  or  staining. 

The  distributors  are  indeed  playing  their  part  and  are  certainly 
entitled  to  expect  that  the  milk  bottles  should  not  be  misused  when 
in  the  care  of  the  consumer. 

There  are  18  distributors  and  dairy  premises  registered  in  your 
area,  and  the  various  licences  granted  by  your  Authority  are

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  May,  1947,  prescribe  the  methods  by  which  ice- 
cream shall  be  manufactured.  Five  premises  in  the  town  are  regis- 
tered for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream,  and 
thirty-five  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream.

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During  the  period  of  control  these  facilities  were  available  at  t ' 
the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse,  Bridgend,  which  catered  for 
almost  the  whole  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area. 

On  de-control  this  slaughterhouse,  built  in  1838,  was  restored 
to  the  owners,  namely  Dunraven  Estates.  Several  joint  meetings  of 
the  Mid-Glamorgan  Authorities,  Farmers  and  Meat  Traders  were 
held  and,  it  was  agreed  that,  the  facilities  available  at  the  Bridgend 
Slaughterhouse  should  be  capable  of  supplying  the  needs  of  Bridg- 
end and  the  surrounding  districts. 

In  view  of  the  need  for  safeguarding  the  interests  of  all  meat 
traders  and  farmers,  the  Council  decided  to  purchase  the  Bridgend 
Slaughterhouse  and,  in  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  to 
remedy  many  long-standing  defects,  a major  re-construction 
scheme  was  immediately  put  into  operation. 

In  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  the  important  duty  of  meat  in- 
spection, which  resulted  in  long  and  arduous  hours,  was  efficiently 
carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  no  carcase  left  the 
building  before  inspection. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  careful  and  enthusiastic 
way  they  have  shouldered  this  heavy  responsibility.
